To raise and appropriate 
$2,000.00 this year and to issue three Serial Notes at the 
best interest rate obtainable; one for $3,000.00 payable one 
year from date of issue; one for $3,000.00 payable two years 
from date of issue and one for $3,000.00 payable three 
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years from date of issue and to authorize the Selectmen to 
issue and sign said notes. 


8. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $31.15 (five (5) cents per capita on 623 inhabitants) to 
contribute to the Rockingham County Community Action Pro- 
gram. 


9. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow in anticipation of taxes. 


10. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before the meeting.

REPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR 


Since the beginning of September, 1965, Nottingham 
has begun the new approach to the Civil Defense Program 
as it effects our town. Previous Civil Defense organizations 
have performed a task well done — but now, new directives 
and new Civil Defense approaches to this problem have re- 
quired a renewed effort built on the same basic organization, 
with the emphasis placed on public education in many 
phases of Civil Defense. This will be done through the as- 
sistance of the State Civil Defense Headquarters, through 
the media of movies shown at your home, printed bulletins 
quarterly, and public-attended courses here in Nottingham. 


These programs will include Medical Self-Help, Home 
Shelter Construction, Radiological Monitors, Shelter Stocking, 


etc. 


A Director and two Assistant Directors have been ap- 
pointed and basic officers have been asked to assist — all 
have been willing to join. In order to qualify to educate 
others two members of this community have been complet- 
ing free State courses so that this town can have all neces- 
sary equipment for Civil Defense local training. This spring 


more courses will be offered here. 


John P. Regan, a well-qualified attorney, will legally 
represent our town in the legal limits and interpretations of 
the Civil Defense Act. 


Nottingham has completely qualified to the State avu- 
thorities for the reinstatement of our town in the ranks of 
cities and towns to receive such aid in materials, equipment 
and training as they become available and necessary. 1966 


will see emphasis placed on population training, education,

The vote of the people at the 1965 Town Meeting was 
for the rebuilding of Gebig Road bridge. This work has been 
completed and the approaches to the bridge have also been 
vastly improved. We now have two more bridges that need 
the same treatment, however, the situation is not as ex- 
treme, so there is no need for immediate action. The cost 
for replacing these bridges will be considerably less.

The following report of activities is hereby submitted 
by the Nottingham Police Chief for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1965. 

We have answered approximately two hundred and 
five complaints. 

Thirteen accidents; ten breaks; three vandalism cases; 
and one incest case was investigated this year. 

Eight lost or missing persons were located. We worked 
with the Probation and Welfare Departments five times; at- 
tended Court several times and have delivered several sum- 
monses and messages.

As school opened this fall there were no changes among 
the professional staff. This is a contributing factor to a strong 
educational program as it provides a stable influence in the 
exchange of ideas. In today’s world, with change the rule 
rather than the exception, our boys and girls need careful 
guidance in the search for knowledge. It is complimentary 
that a small community can manage to maintain this factor 
among their staff. 


We would want to recognize here the spirit of working 
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together which exists among the teachers. This is a quality 
which comes from the principal down through to each teach- 
er and from them, a willingness to work with rather than 
for him. 


There are strong indications that serious thought must 
be given to some form of expansion of school facilities. En- 
rollment is showing a continued increase and there are siz- 
able grades on two levels. Lavatories for teachers are non- 
existant and student facilities are in need of improvement 
in order to provide for the sanitary and health comfort of an 
increasing student body. As you persue this subject it would 
be well for you to give consideration to a multi-purpose 
cafeteria room. This area could serve as a local for many 
town functions as well as extend and integrate school pro- 
grams. 


In the year ahead we look to the continued growth of 
the Nottingham educational program through the coopera- 
tion of the Citizens, School Board and Professional Staff.

The following is a recapitulation of the administration 
and Instructional activities of the Nottingham Elementary 
School during the school months of 1965. 


A very realistic approach toward the textbook needs 
of the Elementary School was the first order of business at 
the start of the New Year — Under the admirable leader- 
ship of Mr. Phillip Fernald, school board chairman, the school 
board followed the suggestion of Mr. Bruce L. Smith, assist- 
ant Superintendent of Schools, and yours truly in upgrad- 
ing and replacing outdated textbooks — 


New reading books were added in grades one through 

six, @ new modern math series in grades one through four 
new science books in grades seven and eight, new Social 
Studies books in grades five, six and seven. 


Field trips were also approved and utilized with the 
seventh and eighth grades taking trips to the Exeter. Hospital 
and Nottingham's town meeting. —. 


The spring months found Mr. Harold S. Mace, the new 
School Board Chairman, exhibiting a profound organizing 
and leadership ability with a deep concern for your tax dol- 
lar and yet a remarkable sense of responsibility to the edu- 


cational needs of the children of Nottingham — 


New field trips were approved with the first, second, 
third, fifth and sixth grades traveling to Benson's Animal 


FAS 


Farm, and the seven and eight venturing to Canobie Lake 
Park — 


The purchase of additional textbooks was approved 
and seven and eight grade Modern Math books were added 
to the fficiency of our Curriculum. Eighth grade social studies 
books were replaced, completing our plans of updating 
texts in the areas of reading, math, science, and social 
studies. 


In a constant search to improve the enrichment value 
of our curriculum, educational television, Channel 11, Dur- 
ham, N.H., the free film service of th U.N.H., and continual 
education field trips, have all become an integral part of 
our educational curriculum. 


Teachers are also continuing to improve their efficiency 
to our curriculum. All of our teachers have completed Uni- 
versity course in Modern Math. Mrs. Cilley has continued 
her efforts in English Composition, History of Civilization, and 
Geology. Mrs. Hodgdon has also taken courses in School 
Guidance, and yours truly has taken graduate level courses 
in Counseling Psychology, principal of Guidance, History of 
Education, Administration and Supervision. 


The value here should become evident if a child should 
hit a teacher with a rock, Mrs. Hodgdon would find out 
why, Mrs. Cilley could identify the rock, Mrs. Hubner’s mo- 
dern math course would qualify her to mark an X ona 
suitable target, while Mrs. Saulnier’s 43 years experience as 
a teacher would qualify her to hold the culprit, while this 
writer would administer and supervise the ever-popular 
spanking. 


You see, experience and college courses do have value:

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REPORT OF SCHOOL HEALTH 


Town of Nottingham 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


During the school year 1964-65, as part of the school 
health service, all the pupils of Nottingham Elementary 
School have had health inspections. These included check- 
ing height, weight, vision, teeth and tonsils. Those children 
in grades |, III], V and VII have had their hearing tested also, 
as have all pupils with a known hearing problem or a 
history of ear trouble. 


Whenever defects were found, the parents were inform- 
ed either by a home call or a letter. Parents have been very 
cooperative in having defects corrected as is shown by the 
following summary of tests, defects and corrections: 


Tests & Inspections Defects Noted Corrections 
Vision tests: 128 Vision: 13 Vision: 9 
Hearing tests: 68 Skin: 4 Skin: 2 
Heights and Weights: 143 Teeth: 71 Teeth: 39 
Teeth and Tonsils: 143 Tonsils: 1 


A Pre-School Clinic was held on May 14, 1965. It was 
attended by 21 children, and each child received a routine 
health inspection by the school nurse. 


A Matching Funds Dental Program was once again held 
for the children attending the Nottingham Elementary School. 
This was jointly sponsored by the New Hampshire Bureau 
of Dental Health and Nottingham School District. Transpor- 
tation to and from the dentist's office was provided by the 
Nottingham Parent Teachers Association. 


Nottingham escaped the usual outbreak of communi- 
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cable and infectious diseases, with only a few isolated cases 
being reported. 


During the school year one child was referred to the 
N.H. Crippled Children’s Services and seen twice at the or- 
thopedic clinic in Manchester; and one child received an eye 
examination and glasses through the N. H. Sight Conser- 
vation Program. 

A total of 19 home visits were made.
